The Lines Don’t Diminish. 


At 7 o’clock all the old soldiers had got in 
their papers. The line did not decrease in 
length, however, for after 3 o’clock settlers 
who had located their claims in the new land3 
began to arrive to file their entry notices. For 
every old soldier that stepped out of the head 
of the line a fresh claimant stepped into a 
place at the end. The land office kept open 
until7 o’clock. At that time fully 200 men 
were still in lime and others were arriving 
every minute, 

It was expected there would be a riot at the 
Oklahoma City Land Office when it opened 
for business at noon today. The crowd which 
has surrounded it for the last four days be- 
came boisterous last night, and this morning 
it was found n to guard the of- 
fice with Deputy United States Marshals, 
The latter succeeded in preserving the peace, 
and there was no disturbatce. Old soldiers’ 
declaratory statements were filed during the 
day to the number of 180. This evening hun- 
dreds of claimants returned from the lands 
and lined up before the land office door pre- 
paratory to filing their entry notices. 

Rival Sites at Chandler. 


The news from Chandler is reassuring. A 
courier from that place reports the soldiers 
still hold the town site and that the settlers 
have made an attempt to occupy it by force. 
A town-site company has platted a town on 
the quarter section immediately adjoining the 
government town site, and most of the people 
who rushed to Chandler to claim lots have 
taken claims on Chandler’s neighboring rival. 

News from the south county’s town site is 
to the effect that the survey has been com- 
pleted and approved by Gov. Steele, who has 
issued his proclamation opening it to settle- 
ment at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. The 
settlers surrounding the site are much 
displeased that it was not opened at the same 
time the rest of the lands were, and they 
contemplate a raid upon it. The 
presence of the troops, however, and the fact 
they would lose all their rights as claimants if 
they became “‘sooners”’ restrained them. All 
is reported quiet there. Gov. Steele will ar- 
rive at Chandler Thursday morning to open 
that town site to settlement. 

Altogether, with the exception of the large 
numbers of people who entered the strip before 
the legal hour, the openimmg of the lands has 
been remarkably successful and their settle, 
ment more peaceful than any one anticipated. 


ANOTHER CANADA OFFICIAL SMIRCHED 


Postmaster-General Haggart’s Impeachment 
to Be Moved Today. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—In the 
House of.Commons this afternoon Mr. Lister 
gave notice of a motion he will offer tomor- 
row to impeach the Hon. John G. Haggart, 
Postmaster-General. The charge is that in 
1879 the contract for the Sec. B between Rat 
Portage and Port Arthur of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway was awarded to Alex Manning, 
John J. McDonald, Peter McLaren, John 
Shields, and James Isbester; that John G. 
Haggart was at the time and is still a member 
of Parliament. That John G. Haggart be- 
came interested in the profits of the firm in 
the name of Peter McLaren; that while he 
was interested changes were made in the con- 
tract greatly to the benefit of the firm; that 


the firm were called on for subscriptions for 
» political purposes, with the consent of John 
G. Haggart the subscription being charged 
against the profits of the firm. He(Mr. Lis- 
ter), therefore will move for a select contmit- 
tee to investigate. He said the evidence and 
information came into his possession ouly 
within the last few days. He hoped the whole

SPOILED THORNTON’S CLEVER YARN. 


The Brooklyn Castaways Leave Florida in a 
Harry on Account of a Conductor. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fila., Sept. 22.—| Special. |— 
The romantic story of S. W. Thornton and his 
pretty sister-in-law, who, as they allege, were 
driven out at sea while bathing at Coney Isl- 
and Aug. 27, rescued bya passing Spanish 
bark, transferred to a French vessel bound to 
Yucatan, and after twenty-three days landed 
on the Florida coast near the mouth of 
St. John’s River, whence they walked to 
this city, created great excitement here this 
morning. At noon Mr. Thornton and his 
sister-in-law got a powerful setback. They 
were confronted by the conductor of the Pull- 
man car ““Rincon,’’ which left New Orleans 
last Friday night and arrived in thiscity about 
8:30 p. m. Saturday. The conductor claims 
that both Thornton and Miss Jewell were pas- 


sengers on his car throughout the entire jour- 
ney and’that they occupied the same berth.

IN HONOR OF COLUMBUS. 


UNIQUE IDEA FOR A BUSINESS BLOCK 
COSTING $1,000,000, 


A Sixteen-Story Structure to Be Erected on 
the Southeast Corner of State and Wash- 
ington Streets Which Will Embeody a 
Sentiment— Designed After the Spanish 
Style of Architecture — A $1,000,000 
Hotel tor Michigan Avenue and Park 
Row. 


On the southeast corner of Washington and 
State streets will be reared a grand monument 
to the memory of: Columbus. It will be no 
towering shaft of granite or gigantic statue 
of the great discoverer. It will bean immense 
business and office building. What memorial 
could be more appropriate when built on one 
of the most important business corners of 
what is destined to be the greatest city on the 
continent added to the map of the world by 
Christopher Colum bus? 

The southeast corner of State and Washing- 
ton streets, 100x90 feet, is owned by Van H. 
Higgins and H. J. Furber. On this corner 
they will erect a building at an estimated cost 
of $1,000,000. Plans for the building have been 
prepared by W. W. Boyington & Co., and pro- 
vide for a handsome structure sixteen stories 
in height. 

The projectors have not planned a 
building entirely for commercial or invest- 
ment purposes. A million dollars is a 
large sum to expend in the improvement of 
a lot 100x90 feet, when a building costing from 
$650,000 to $750,000 would in all probability 
bring in the same rental. The idea of the 
builders is outlined by Mr. Furber as follows: 

“Since we have considered the advisability 
of tearing down the old building at State and 
Washington streets or of remodeling it we 
have received protests from all classes of peo- 
ple. These people insisted that we should do 
something for the city. Tney said that instead 
of building a structure after the drygoods-box 
style followed in most Chicago buildings, we 
ought to erect a structure which would be an 
ornament tothe city. In other words they 
suggested that in the improvement of the cor- 
ner we blend some sentiment with cold busi- 
ness policy. 

Style of the Building. 

“We were favorably impressed with the 
suggestion, and began planning a building on 
the lines suggested. The enthusiasm of the 
public over the World’s Fair naturally 
brought forward the idea of a Columbus me- 
morial. Itseemed appropriate to us that a great 
building to be known as ‘ The Cotumbus’ and 
erected as a memorial to him should be built 
in the heart of the down-town district. This idea 
has been worked out by our architects.” 

The building will follow the Spanish style 
of architecture instead of the Italian. The 
first three stories will be faced with terra cot- 
ta, while the upper stories will be of brick 
and terra cotta. It will be absolutgly fire- 
proof and of combined steel frame and solid 
masonry construction. ‘The south and east 
walls will be vf masonry four feet im thick- 
ness at the base, and will check any tendency 
toward vibration, 

On the ground floor will be two stores, 42x 
90 feet, opening on State street. These will 
be fitted up in the best possible manner, and 
will be the finest stores in the country. Re- 
tween these will appear the grand entrance 
twelve feet in width, 

Over this entrance will be placed a colossal 
statue of Columbus in bronze. Itwill be nine

Exterior Entirely Spanish. 


Above the eleventh and sixteenth stories will 
be cornices, which will be decorated with 
Spanish medallions and coats of arms. In 
fact, the decorations of the entire exterior will 
be Spanish in character, 

The street angle of the buildmg will be sur- 
mounted by an octagonal tower at least two 
stories high. The corner bays will be carried 
up into this tower. 

Extending over the entrance and just be- 
low the statue, which will occupy a recessed 
space, will be the words ** The Columbus ”’ in 
heavy bronze. 

The first five floors will be for business 
houses, The floors above will be divided into 
offices. A light shaft will extend up through 
the entire building from the second floor, tak- 
ing out aspace in the southeast corner 33x33 
feet. The portion of the store floor over which 
this shaft will open will be roofed with prir- 
matic glass. A bank of six elevators will give 
suitable elevator service. 

The work of tearing down the builaing now 
on the site will begin next May, and the new 
structure will be completed May 1, 1893. 


MICHIGAN AVENUE $1,000,000 HOTEL. 


Big Project for Park Row—Manufacturing 
Plant on the Sheridan Drive. 

Another great hotel project, including the 
improvement of the southeast corner of Park 
row and Michigan avenue, is being exploited. 
According‘ to Niblock & Palmer, a Chicago 
real-estate firm, a syndicate of Toronto capi- 
talists bas practically completeted negotia- 
tions with the owner of the corner, E. W. 
Shirk, for a ninety-nine year lease of the 
land. The corner has a frontage of 175 feet 
on Michigan avenue and 135 feet on Park 
row. The terms of the lease are not made 
public, but it is said that a valuation of $400,- 
000 has been placed on the property. The 
terms of the lease call for the erection of a 
$1,000,000 building. It is said that a bond to 
secure the lease of $2,500,000 has been signed, 
and only awaits the approval of Mr. Shirk. 

A north-shore deal involving the sale of 
fifty acres of land for $25,000 and the location 
of a $100.000 manufacturing plant has just 
been closed. Itis unique inasrmuch as real 
estate developments along the line of the 
Sheridan drive have not been associated with 
manufacturing movements. 

Frank P. Hawkins has sold fifty acres in 
the south end of Highland Park for Arthur C. 
Thompson at $500 an acre. The purchaser is 
the Gray Electric company. This company 
will locate a plant for the manufacturing of 
the “ Telantograph”’ especially and for the 
manufacture of all kinds of electrical sup- 
plies and appliances incidentally. 

Plans for this plant have been drawn by W. 
W. Boyington. The main building will be 140 
x60 feet with a number of smaller supple- 
mental structures. The main -building will 
have a handsome front overlooking the lake. 
The front portion of the building will be three 
stories high of pressed brick. In the center 
will be a handsome entrace which will be car- 
ried up into a central tower, in which will be 
placed a large electrical clock. The remainder 
of the building will be two stories in height.

Prairie and forest fires 
breaking out again Heavy timber 
fires are raging on the Red e Reservation 
and near Milaca and Estérbrooks. A Great 
Northern crew has been sent out on a special 
train under Roadmaster Ryan to fight ‘the 
flames, and the section meh along the line 
will be picked up also, Ti®@country is sparse- 
ly settled, and the farmers are completely at 
the mercy of the flames. Matters were made 
more lively by a cyclonic storm near Alex- 
andria. Luckily for the towa the path of the 
tornado lay outside the liniits. Northwest of 
the town its track is marked with all kinds of 
débris. Gigantic trees aré broken like twigs 
and hurled into the lake and roads, 

In Northern Wisconsin forest ‘fires are 
sweeping along with awful velocity before the 
heavy, dry wind. Several farmers have lost 
their homes and. barely escaped with their 
lives. Timber is dry and everything seems to 
burn like shavings. Reports from the Omaha 
road show that the damage will be the heavi- 
est ever known unless _ the flames are checked 
soon. Over a hundred acres are said to be a 
mass of flames about. three miles from Cable, 
Wis. It is feared that the devastation will be 
.+eu more serious than that of last spring. 

Reports from Fort Yates, N. D., and other 
points along the Sioux Reservation. say every- 
thing north of Grand Riveris burned: The 
Indians made no preparations in the way of 
fire breaks, and the flames once started swept 
everything before them. Farmers west of the 
Missouri are building miles of fire guards. 
The Northern Pacific has interested itself and 
plowed fire guards on both sides of its track 
from the Missouri River to the Montana line, 
and through Montana as far as Glendive. 

Farmers through North Dakota have sus- 
pended thrashing operations and all are busy 
forming fire breaks to protect their prop- 
erty. They protect the grain or _ build- 
ings by plowmg two strips of ground 
some rods apart, and then biirn the 
grass between the two plowed strips. Insome 
instances farmers have been careless and in 
trying to protect their own property have 
started fires which have done great damage to 
others. Most of the fires so far started have 
been from this cause. The farmers have at- 
tempted to burn around their .premises, but 
have misjudged their ability to keep the 
flames in control. Asa result the fires have 
escaped from them and swept with resistiess 
fury over the prairies, 

The Great Northern and other roads are 
also taking every precaution to prevent the 
spreading of fires. Furrows are plowed along 
the borders of the mght of way and between 
these furrows and the track the grass is all 
burned. This serves the double purpose of 
protecting the bridges and culverts of the 
road and preventing the lighting of fi 
sparks from the engites. Those whio have 
witnessed these v prairie conflagrations 
describe them as ious caldrons of fire 
sweeping over the Country, which cannot be 
stopped unless wall-prepared fire breaks are 
previously made, and which destroy every un- 
protected inflammable object in their course.

A great 
quantity of hay has been destroyed and a num- 
ber of cattic belonging to lumbermen lost. 

Hurow, S. D., Sept. 22.—[Special. |—The 
Towns of Vilas, in Miner County, on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway, and Bradley, 
in Clark County, on the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul line, were reported surrounded by prai- 
rie fire this afternoon, but what is the extent 
of the damage cannot be learned tonight. 
The intense heat of the last eight days has 
fairly parched grass and stubble fields, and fire 
fanned by the wind, which has been blowing 
at a velocity of forty miles an hour over this 
part of the country today, would easily cross 
fire-breaks ahd piowed fields.

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FOUND SOLACE IN DEATH. 


MES. DELL RATHBUN DROWNS HER- 
SELF AT NIAGARA FALLS, 


The Wealthy Buffale Widow Who Disap- 
peared from the Residence of Dr. W. H. 
Buck in Hyde Park Last Sunday Even- 
ing Commits Suicide—She Reached the 
Falls Early Yesterday Morning—Her 
Body Recovered About Noon—No Wit- 
nesses to the Tragedy. 

Niacara Farts, N. Y., Sept. 22.—[Special. ] 
~—Another suicide went down on Niagara’ Ss 
record for the season this afternoon. It is a 
woman who has added to the awful 
list of self-murders in the midst -of 
the rare beauty at the Falls. Unlike 
her immediate predecessor she selected the 
Canadian shore to lay down her life, and in 
the cool, clear, fascinating stream opposite 
where it kisses the shore of the beautiful Duf- 
fern Isles in Victoria Park, her heart, which 
her widow’s weeds told had been pledged to 
another who had gone to the eternal shore be- 
fore her, was eased from trouble and ceased 
its beating forever. 

The suicide is Mrs, Dell Rathbun, a wealthy 
widow of Buffalo, who left the house of Dr. 
W. H. Buck at No. 5137 Jefferson avenue, 
Hyde Park, Ill, Sunday night, as reported in 
Tux TRIBUNE this moran. The body was 
found about noon near the flume of the water- 
works, and it is known that the woman got off 
Michigan Central train No. 6, east-bound, at 
Falls View Station early this morning. She 
was dressed in black and at her belt carried a 
black leather bag which contained a ticket 
over the Illinois Central from Woodlawn to 
Pullman. 

On her wrists were a gold enameled brace- 
let and four silver ones of wire pattern. At 
the neck was a pansy pin with a pearl in the 
center and a lace pin of claw pattern with 
moonstone setting. Four rings were found 
on her fingers, one of which was flat, about 
which were circles of black, and on the inside 
were the words, ‘‘Dell to Charlie, Feb. 20, 
1864.” In her ears were handsome diamond 
earrings. Nearly $80 was found in her pocket. 

Before she became Mrs. Charles H. Rath- 
bun the suicide was a Miss Moses of McHenry 
County, Ili. Her husband died over ten years 
ago. Her home was at No. 470 Pearl street, 
Buffalo, and she boarded +f; tie Sherwood. 
Report says she was worth $10°,v00. The body 
was embalmed by Undertaker Morse of Drum- 
mondville, 

There were no witnesses to the tragedy as 
far as is known. 


MRS. RATHBUN’S LAST LETTER. 


She Describes Her Movements in Chicago 
to Mrs. Buck—Dr. Buck’s Opinion. 


Mrs. Rathbun had evidently been contem- 
plating suicide for several days. She had 
spoken of her intentions several times to her 
friends in Chicago and the water seemed to 
have a great fascination for her. After she 
disappeared from Dr. Buck’s house at No. 
5137 Jefferson avenue Monday night she went 
down Fifty-second street to the lake. She 
wandered along the shore for some time, 
probably, Dr. Buck thinks, with the intention 
of drowning herself there, Being deterred by 
the presence of so many people in the vicinity 
she then took a train for Puliman. Mrs. 
Buck received the following letter from Mrs. 
Rathbun yesterday morning: 

Dear Molly: When I ran away and left you all 
last night [had no thought of anything but to 
get to the lake. I went to Pullman, but sat there 
all night thinking of mother and trying to believe 
that 1 could still keep my reason and make some 
little atonement in caring for her. But to- 
day there is no hope. I am just alive 
and start for Buffalo because I could 
think of nothing else todo. [had Lo paper until 
now and I dare not come to you. All last 
was out there in that desolate spot alone. I sat 
in a boat afraid t6 move. “In the niorning T start 
ed to go and tell you, but thought it would be 
kinder to let you think me dead, as I hoped to be 
before now. I can’t go home, but if [ am to be in 
an asylum I would rather be in Buffalo. 

There was neither date nor signature to the 
letter, but it was posted down-town Monday 
afternoon, as was shown by the stamp on the 
envelope. The letter was written on a tele- 
graph blank and 4 small scrap of rough 
paper. 

“T do not think that Mrs. Rathbun was in- 
sane,”’ said Dr. Buck last night. ‘She was a 
woman of an unfortunate temperament, and 


when she came to my house was suffering je 


from nervous prostration. She was utterly 
despondent and could look upon nothing but 
the dark side of things. She had a number of 
imaginary troubles over which she brooded 
continually. The water had a fatal fascina- 
tion for her. I believe that if she had taken 
some other route to Buffalo and had not been 
obliged to cross the Niagara River she would 
now be alive.”’ 


CABINETMAKERS’ OVERTURES ENDED. 


The Employers and Strikers Get Further 
Apart and Will Fight It Out. 

The cabinetmakers’ strike yesterday became 
a question of endurance between strikers and 
employers. The Manufacturers’ Union met 
at the Palmer House. Their proceedings were 
secret and turbulent. M. Bensinger, Presi- 
dent of the Brunswick-Balke-Collender ¢om- 
pany, the largest employer of the men on 
strike, advocated granting a nine-hour work- 
ing day. This would be on condi- 
tior that the men returned to work 
at once, and then the Manufacturers’ 
Union would try and secure for them nine 
hours a day in Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Grand 
Rapids, and other competing cities. The 
union refused to listen to his proposition and 
the strikers likewise refused to pay any at- 
tention to his offers. The umion decided that 
it would not grant any concessions. The 
strikers at their mecting at Zepf’s Hall de- 
cided: that they would not recede from 
any of their demands, Manufacturers 
declined to talk of their intentions, but it is 
generally understood that unless the strikers 
return to work soon their places will be filled. 
One large North Side firm has granted the 
eight-hour day by consent of the Manufact- 
urers’ Union because the firm had contracts 
which had to be filled by a certain date. It is 
stated the eight-hour contract there will be 
only temporary. The English-speaking strikers 
intend to form a separate union, as all the 
proceedings at the strikers’ meetings are held 
in German.

way the corn was moved after the 
“clique ”’ had hold of it plainly showed, ves- 
selmen said yesterday, that it did not know 
what to do with the grain, There was none of 
the business method of the celebrated manipu- 
lators of the grain market when the grain was 
thrown upon theirhands. The “‘clique’’ gave 
the handling of the holdings to four oA ip- 
ping houses, which houses bid up t lake 
rates against each other until they reached 
high-water mark. Instead of sending by 
canal trom Buffalo, the corn was hurried 
through by lake and rail to New York, and 
when it got there was simply an incubus. The 
railroads advanced their rate from }¢ to 1 
cent a bushel, and the aggregate increase 
in the cost of transportation on account of the 
bad tactics assumed was not less than 1}, 
cents. It was believed on ’Change that very 
little of the recent shipments of corn, amount- 
ing to between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 bushels, 
liad passed out of the hands of the ** clique.’’ 
Consumers had felt for some time that the 
collapse was at hand, and they had only pur- 
chased small quantities as necessity required. 


Assaulting the Assets. 


No+tooner had the announcement of White 
& Co.’s assignment been made public than 
Chicago creditors began an assault on local 
assets through the State courts. The proceed- 
ings are in the nature of garnishee suits and 
intended only to bring to light assets, ‘The 
creditors who filed the attachments are: 

William E. Hall, $380.45; E. C. & J. B. Walker, 
$168.75; A. C. Buell, $935; Weir & Hallett, $1.200;

On the application of Arthur W. Allen Judge

the New York concern. The Chicago house is 
composed of the members of the New York 
concern and S. V. White’s son, Arthur White, 
and Arthur W. Allen, the resident manager 
and the partner who applied to have the re- 
ceiver appointed. The bill set forth that by 
reason of the assignment of the firm in New 
York the Chicago branch was unable to con- 
tinue business and had becomeinsolvent. At- 
torney Eugene E. Prussing, counsel for the 
Chicago branch, said: 

“The members of the firm do not know 
where they stand, as they were bound by the 
achion of the New York house. The assets 
cannot be ascertained, but the transactions in 
grain reached into the millions. The failure 
is due to the continual bulling of September 
and October corn. The receipts were too 
large for them and they had to go under, All 
the transactions were made through the Chi- 
cago branch. It was not Mr. utchinson 
that was working the market. The 
corn was purchased here for cash, and the 
encrmous suins required to buy it were raised 
by the firm among the banks, the security be- 
ing the corn itself. The receiver was ap- 
pointed in order to prevent some creditors 
attaching assets and thus freezing out others.

STEPHEN V. WHITE’S CAREER. 


Bookkeeper, Lawyer, Editor, Banker, 
Congressman, and Speculator. 

Stephen Vanculen White was born in Chat- 
ham County, N. C., Aug. 1, 1831. His father, 
being descended from a Pennsylvania Quaker 
family, hated slavery, and at the time of the 
Nat Turner uprising in 1831 he refused to do 
police duty and was compelled to leave the 
State six months after Stephen was born. 
The family went to [Illinois by wagon and 
began farming near the Illinois and Mississip- 
pi Rivers. In 1849 an elder brother gave 
Stephen a chance to get an education he 
entered Knox College in class of 1854. 
After graduating he went to St. Louis and for 
a few months kept books fora firm of which 
his brother-in-law was a member. He then 
determined to become a lawyer, and at the 
age of 24entered the iaw office of Brown 
& Kasson. About thistime he wrote occa- 
sionally for the Missouri Democrat, and he 
worked for Fremont’s election in the cam- 

aign of 1856. He was admitted to the bar 
Nov. 4, 1856, and began practice in Des 
Moines, Ia. He rapidly rose to a prominent 
place in his profession and had many im- 
portant cases in the United States courts. In 
1864, while the United States District At- 
torney for lowa was ill, he filled that office for 
several months. 

In 1865 Mr. White abandoned the law for 
banking and became one of the firm of Mar- 
vin & White in Wall street. The business was 
very successful, and when Mr. Marvin retired 
in 1867 Mr. White continued the business 
alone until 1882, when Arthur White and F. 
W. Hopkins became associated with him un- 
der the firm name of S. V. White & Co. The 
tirm occupied fine offices at No. 36 Wallstreet. 

The operation which gave Mr. White his 
greatest reputation upon the “street”? was in 
connection with Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western stock in March, 1884. He was said 
to have cleared at least $1,000,000 by the deal. 
His firm did alarge business in buying and 
selling stocks for out-of-town customers. 

Mr. White since removing to New York has 
lived in Brooklyn, and occupies a handsome 
residence on Columbia Heights. He was an 
intimate friend of Henry Ward Beecher, has 
been a trustee of Plymouth Church for many 
years, and is also Treasurer of the church, 

In politics Mr. White has always been a Re- 
publican, and he has taken an active part in 
every campaign. In the campaign of 1884 
he was an ardent supporter of Blaine and 
made many stirring speeches. In 1886 he was 
elected to Congress from the Third District 
and served on several important committees. 
He refused to stand for renomination in 1888. 
“DEACON” WHITE IN WASHINGTON. 
A Tale of the Big Speculator’s Career as a 

Legislator. 

Wasurncron, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Speciaq].]—

PLANS OF LEADING AMERICAN HE- 
BREWS FOR RUSSIAN REFUGEES, 


An Executive Committee of Twenty-five 

Appointed to Aid in Instructing the 

, —<ESi in the English Language and 

ng Them for Agricultural or Mer- 

cantile Life—Excoriation of the Czar— 

Character of the Expatriated Jews— 
General Metropolitan News. 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special. |—Pursuant 
to a call recently issued by many of the lead- 
ing Hebrews of the country, delegates from 
the various Jewish benevolent organizations 
in the different States met today at the new 
Hebrew institute at East Broadway and 
Jefferson street to decide upon some 
plan of action which would best pro- 
mote the interests of the Jewish refugees 
seeking an asylum here from  Rus- 
sian, persecution. The meeting was largely 
attended. Adolph Loeb, who was chosen as 
temporary Chairman, stated that in carrying 
out the object of the conference, the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of their brethren exiled 
from Russia, the great iffea, after rendering 
them the temporary aid they required, was to 
prepare them for work that would be self- 
supporting and prevent them from becoming 
a burden on the country. 

The following gentlemen were chosen as the 
permanent officers: President, Louis Season- 
good, Cincinnati; Vice-Presidents, Lazarus 
Silverman, Chicago, and Joseph Fox, New 
York; Secretaries, A. 8. Solomons, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Bernhard Harris, Philadel- 
phia. On taking the chair Mr. Seasongood 
said that at least 10,000 expatriated Jews were 
arriving here monthly from Russia. While 
they all appreciated the great good that 
had been accomplished through the 
Baron de Hirsch fund and _ various 
Hebrew organizations in aiding the unfort- 
unate exiles, but little had been done to meet 
the exigencies of the case. He believed that 
now they were on the right track, and that the 
successful carrying out of the plans to be 

reed upon by the conference would leave 
nothing to be done that needed to be done, 
not alone for the temporary aid of the afflicted 
brethren, but to put them speedily in the way 
of becoming honored citizens of the country. 

A Committee Appointed. 

A committee was then appointed to prepare 
a plan of action. Oscar S. Strauss, ex-Minis- 
ter to Turkey, was made Chairman of the 
committee. The report provided for the ap- 
pointment of an Executive committee of 
twenty-five to be chosen by the conference 
and to be called the *‘American Committee 
for Ameliorating the Condition of the Russian 

fugees.’’ Its headquarters are to be 
in this city, and it is to codperate 
with local benevolent Jewish organizations 
throughout the ccuntry. The primary object 
is to instruct the refugees in the English lan- 
guage and to fit them for agricultural or mer- 
cantile life. Efforts are to be made to enlist 
the aid of citizens at large and have a field of 
philanthropic effort open to everybody dis- 
to contribute anything to better the 
condition of oppressed humanity irrespective 
of nationality or creed. An Executive com- 
mittee of twenty-five was then named. It in- 
cludes the following members: 

Julius Freiburg, Louis Seasongood, Cincin- 
nati; Adolph Loeb, Julius Rosenthal, Chica- 
go; Samuel Woolner, Peoria; Bernard Gross, 
Milwaukee; Marcus Bernheimer, St. Louis; 
David Solis Cohen, Portland, Ore.: Marcus 
Putzel, Detroit; Samuel Cohen, Mempbis; 
Arron Hass, Atlanta; Leon Levi, Galveston; 
Elias Lowenstein, Memphis. 

The committee was empoweféd to fill va- 
cancies and was to meet subject to the call of 
its Chairman, and thus arrange more definite- 
ly the details for carrying out the purposes of 
its organization. 

There was next an interchange of words 
upon the Russian refugee question. Mr. Frei- 
burg of Cincinnati set the ball rolling with a 
terrible excoriation of the Russian Govern- 
ment’s treatment of the Jews.. Then 
Mr. Jesse Seligman, the banker, followed. 
His speech was iess vindictive against 
the Czar and more directed to caring 
for the helpless subjects of his persecutions. 
He had, he said, given this matter a great deal 
of personal attention. These exiles came here 
poor and friendless, but that was no more 
than many of the gentlemen he saw about 
him did many years ago, and now, by hard 
work and honest dealing, were in a condition 
to help their exiled brothers and infuse into 
them courage and hope. 


WALL STREET STOOD FIRM, 


Practically No Falling Off in the Great 
Bull Movement. 

Naw York, Sept. 22.—[Special.|—The sus- 
pension of S. V. White & Co. was announced 
in the Stock Exchange directly after the open- 
ing; disquieting rumors were afloat all day, 
and in the last half hour call money was run 
up to 15 per cent, and 25 was bid before the 
close, All this on top of a market which has 
had a phenomenal advance and trom which 


» the short interest was apparently eliminated, 


and yet the result is a reaction ofa single 
point in half a dozen of the active stocks and 
a merely fractional setback in the others. 
News that Messrs. Brown Bros. & Co. had 
ordered $1,000,000 gold helped to strengthen 
the market. Money, however, was somewhat 
more active, and shipments south and west by 
the Subtreasury aggregated $1,334,000, the 
largest amount yet sent in a single day. 

Among speculative issues Nickel-Plate sec- 
ond preferred rose 3'4 and reacted 14, Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis issues 
show net advances of 34 and 2%, and Na- 
tional Cordage a net advance of 144. In the 
last hour call loans were bid up from 6 per 
cent to 8and 10. At these figures considera- 
ble business was done, and then the rate was 
advanced to 12 and 15. Leo Scepp conde- 
scended to offer the enormous sum of $20,000 
at 30 per cent, and as high as 25 was actually 
bid for small amounts. Asa matter of fact, 
there was no money “on the floor” at the 
moment, and those who had bid 2 
per cent were afterward readily supplied out- 
side at 6 per cent. Some of the traders fan- 
cied they saw the hand of Jay Gould’s coterie 
of reactionists in this flurry. They said that 
the short interest of that party remains un- 
covered, and that Mr. Sage has many calls 
outstanding on stocks near current prices. 
The notion that the flurry originated in that 
quarter, however, seems rather far fetched, 
and besides it is not so easy to tell just what is 
really the speculative position of the coterie 
in question. Among the best informed peo- 
ple on the street it is the impression that 
Gould’s health gives him much more concern 
than the stock market does. 


FARMERS PAYING THEIR DEBTS. 


One Explanation of Present Activity in 
Stocks and Bonds. 

New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—The Com- 
mercial Bulletin says of the causes for the ad- 
vance in stocks and bonds: 

The farmers of the West and South have been 
poor and pinched and have struggled under a 
mountain of indebtedness for some years past, 
with bad or deficient crops or with exceedingly 
low prices for what they have produced. It may 
be roughly conceded the amount of their 
indebtedness has been about $2,000,000,000. This 
indebtedness has been carried for years, and in 
very many cases against the wishes of lenders, 
oay because they were entirely unable to 
collect the money due, since no satisfac- 
tory for properties mort- 
geese. But this year enormous crops have 

nm YFaised, be farmers have _ the 
ability to pay a very large part of their indebted- 
ness. It is stated that the actual payments of 
mortgages in a portion of the counties of Kansas 
have already exceeded a B my horns of the entire 
amount outstanding, and the payments before the 
current year closes will doubtless be much 
greater Butif a a greeter of the mortgage 
debts of farmers should be paid during the cur- 
rent year, about $500,000,000 in money wculd come 
from consumers in this and in other countries to 
the ar mers, and from them to the creditors, who 
willthen have this enormous sum of muney to 
be invested in some other way.

STORY OF TASCOTT’S STAY IN ST, PAUL. 


Detective O’Connor Says He Could Have 
Been Captured There Easily. 

Sr. Paurt, Minn., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
Chief'of Police Clark and Chief of Detectives 
O’Connor both incline to the belief that young 
Tascott is among the Indians either at Turtle 
Mountain or further north with a northwest 
Territory band. They say he was in St. Paul 
several days, and evidently went north- 
ward, They are rather angry, however, 
over the Chicago report that the 
Chicago Chief telegraphed Chief Clark 
to catch Tascott, but received no reply for 
two or three days, and that though knowing 
he was here they made no effort to take him. 

‘““‘Why, the Chicago police knew nothmg 
about Tascott being in St. Paul,” said De- 
tective O’Connor, “until we sent them the 
cane, ring, and grip of the murderer, which 
we secured in the Portland Café, St. Paul. 
And if it had not been for the stupidity of 
some police official in Chicago we should 
have captured Tascott. The young man was 
a railway news agent at one time, and 
was well known to al] the news agents of St. 
Paul. He frequentiy came to St. Paul and 
remained here for a few days ata time. He 
came to St. Paul immediately after the mur- 
der of Snell and remained here for nearly a 
week, taking his meals at the Portland 
Café and rooming—we have never been able to 
learn where. Every morning he would go to 
the Portland newstand, wait for the arrival 
of somnme one to open it, buy all the Chicago 
yapera, glance them over eagerly, then 
ibe over ali the police pictorial 
an He had no money except a small 
amount of pocket change, and put up his ring, 
cane, and grip as setirity for his meals at the 
Portland. Now, those who knew the young 
man suspected nothmg by his presence, 
for the Chicago police and detectives 
had suj d the name of the wurderer was 
D. Gartha-and all the papers had published 
that name. Aday or two after the murder 
was committed we received a printed circu- 
lar from the Chicago police giving a de- 
scription of oD. Gartha. t described 
the cane,the grip, and the ring. The latter 
had lost one of the four settings. We imme- 
diately had all the news-stande of St. Paul 
watched, for these places always are fre- 
quented’ by fugitives from justice; they in- 
variably scan all the daily and police papers 
to catch ‘everything concerning the crime they 
have committed and the efforts made to catch 
them. Ona Thursday, I think it was, the 
Portland newsdealer told us of the perform- 
ance of this young man Tascott, and said 
that he had a cane and ring which 
exactly answered the description of those of 
D. Gartha. We were at once all onthe alert 
to catch a glimpse of the young fellow 
and see for oursel¥és; but of ‘course it 
would not do to be too previous about 
it, for ‘our information from Chicago 
was that the name of the murderer was D. 
Gartha. All we could do was to start with 
Tascott in a casual way. But our hopes, 
which had been aroused by the newsdealer, 
were soon to be blasted. The very next 
morning ‘(Friday) the papers came out 
in big head-lines: ‘ Tascott Is the Man.’ Of 
course young Tascott gave St. Paul a sudden 
shake. We at once telegraphed the facts to 
the Chicago police, but never a line of a reply 
did we receive from them. 

“‘Sunday afternoon the proprietor of the 
Portland Café told how one of his boarders 
had been mysteriously absent for two days, 
and said: he had a_ suspicion that he 
was the Tascott who was wanted down in 
Chicago forthe murderof Snell. He then 
described the cane, ring, and valise, which he 
held for thé tellow’s board. We proceeded to 
examine the articles and found them to an- 
swer the description exactly. Then we knew 
for a certainty that this was the young man 
wanted down there. 

‘*We went security to the proprietor of the 
café for the bill of ‘Tascott, securing 
the articles, and sent them to Chi- 
cago. Then the Chicago police be- 
came alive and dispatched detectives 
Hynes and Aldrich to St. Paul. We searched 
every house and place of rooming for a 
radius of a mile about the Portland, and 
never learned where the young man roomed 
while here. 

“Now the whole blame for the escape of 
Tascott rests upon the heads of those who 
were at that time police officials of Chicago; 
for it was they who permitted the fact to leak 
out and be published that Tascott was the 
murderer.”

THE SOLDIERS OF THE JUNTA MAKE 

TROUBLE IN SANTIAGO, | 

One of the Congressional Leaders Barely 

Escapes with His Life from the Infari- 

ated Mob—The Discontented Volunteers 

to Be Sent to the North—Balmaceda 

Writes That as Justice Would Not Be 
Done Him He Committed Suicide, 

[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Santraao, Chile (via Galveston), Sept. 22.— 
The emeute among the troops of the Junta in 
this city, about which Taz Tripunz corre- 
spondent cabled yesterday and which was 
caused by indulgence in liquor, was a trivial 
matter compared to the revolt that broke out 
at noon today. 

Included in the large number of soldiers of 
the provisional government stationed here are 


many volunteers from Tarapaca and other 


northern provinces of Chile. For some time 
these volunteers, many of whom were drawn 
into the service of the Junta by the hope of 
rich plunder in the southern provinces, have 
been restless under the law of order and re- 
straint that followed the occupation of this 
city by the Junta. 

This spirit of lawlessness which had been 
smoldering in the ranks of the volunteers 
broke out today. As Sefior Mone Eda atnoon 
was walking through one of the main thor- 
oughfares he was suddenly surrounded by an 
infuriated mob of soldiers from the northern 
provinces. They made a great outcry against 


what they denounced as the injustice of keep-. 


ing them any longerin Santiago, and demand- 
ed with many threats that measures should be 
taken at once to return them to their homes. 
Among other matters which came in for their 
denunciation was the food which had been 
turnished them, They protested that its qual- 
ity was of an inferior kind and declared they 
would no longer submit to it. 

As a consequence of the turbulence of the 
volunteers: Santiagvo, which had not yet re- 
covered from the excitement caused by Bal- 
maceda’s suicide, was again thrown into a 
high fever. The news spread quickly all over 
the city, and as it traveled through one street 
after another the startling intelligence was fol- 
lowed by the closing up of all the shops. 

To what extent the disaffection would have 
spread it is impossible to say. Further trou- 
bie was happily averted, at least for the time 
being, by the clear judgment and cool bearing 
of the President of the Junta, Jorge Montt, 
and Col, Canto. : 

Their firmness, coupled with promises to the 
angry soldiers that their grievances would be 
attended to, served to allay the spirit of re- 
bellion. These promises were not made 1p 
any mere conciliatory manner, The move- 
ment to return the discontented volunteers to 
their homes will be begun tomorrow. Three 


battalions are to be sent northward by steam- 


er to Iquique and to other ports. 

Balmaceda’s death has tended to soften the 
measures adopted by the Junta in its conduct 
toward many of the supporters of the late 
government, who have been in hiding. The 
sacrifice he speaks of so pathetically will not 
have been made in vain. 
certain of his most prominent adherents 
might well have dreaded the treatment they 
would have met with had they been caught by 
their victors. Now that the grave has closed 
over him the fierceness of the conquerors ap- 
pears to be giving way to wore generous and 
wagnanimous feelings, 

Tae Trrsune correspondent had a long 
talk today with Sefior Eduardo Matte, who is 
one of the leaders of the Congressional party. 
He said that the Junta was not disposed to 
indulge in any harshness. It preferred, on 


the contrary, to show the world that the revo-_ 


lution, having gained all the objects desired, 
the Junta would not permit the names of its 
leaders to be stained by any acts of vindic- 
tiveness. Decrees have been issued ordering 
the local authorities in all the provinces to 
conduct the coming elections without pressing 
any one into voting or without resorting in 
any way to coercion. 


FAREWELL LETTERS OF BALMACEDA 


He Was Certain He Could Not Get a Fair 
Trial, So He Shot Himself. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Santr1ago, Chile, Sept. 22.—Here is the com- 
plete text of a letter written by President 
Balmaceda the night before he killed himself 
at the Argentine Legation. It was addressed 
to the Minister of the Argentine Republic, 
Sefior Don Jose de Urriburu. 

The Spanish used betrays strong evidence 
of the extreme nervous tension to which Bal- 
maceda must have been subjected. His choice 
of words is not always of the best and his 
grammar is occasionally faulty. As he was 
perfectly able to talk and write excellent 
Spanish these faults in the letter only go to 
show the terrible excitement under which he 
was laboring. The letter translated is as fol- 


lows: 

SaAnTIAGO, Sept. 19, 1891.—My Dear Sir 
and Friend: In conformity with what we have 
previously said and as you well know, I must give 
a solution tothe situation in which I am placed 
and ought not to protons any further the asylum 
which, in eventful moments, you have so gener- 
ously given me, and which I recommend to my 
neg as the greatest service I have received in 
my life. 

The exasperation of my enemies renders them 
liable, should my residence be found out, to go to 
extremities, which I shall avoid by the greatest 
sacrifice a courageous man can make. You know 
you have scorned vulgar evasion, deemi it un- 
worthy of a man who has ruled over the destinies 
of Chile,and more so to excuse the acts of tri- 
apeneny revolution. 

I had decided, therefore, of my own volition to 
— myself in the hands of the Junta de 

ierne, Hy that the Constitution and the laws 
would in the end prevail and peeees’ everyone, 
However, with all the chiefs and officers in the 
all the Senators and Representatives, 
municipalities, the judiciary, the 
functionaries in branches 
accused and brought to 
trial, prisoners or fugitives, and I myself, who 
alone am responsible before Congress, dragged to 
justice as represented by special judges and parti- 
sans of the revolution, to answer with other per- 
sons and properties for all we have done as a gov- 
ernment as if we had not constituted a govern- 
ment, wanton arbitrariness has been established 
in such a manner that [ have lost all hope that 
justice would be accorded. 

Seeing that the spirit and tendencies of the rev- 
olution have been made into a government, I do 
not seek further to prolong my asylum, which I 
neither can nor ought to do, or else to accept the 
sacrifice. Would to God that the latter sacrifice 
would lessen the persecutions of my friends by 
those who think in this w they can humiliate 
and wound me more hosnly, ay God have 
mercy on the manthrown down by the blows of 
misfortune. : : 

Bless you and your virtuous wife. I hope that 
my children will also bless you. Tell Arriety—he 
is good and stays near my kindred—to perform the 
last merciful services without ceremony or any 
following. May a and you wife and children 
be ever happy. Yours, J. M. BALMACEDA. 

P. 8.—Please comply with the intimate affair of 
honor 1 recommended to you last night toward 
the person you know. Yale! 

Attached to this letter there was another 
brief postscript calling attention to the fact 
that other letters would be found addressed to 
his wife and to his mother and requesting that 
they be delivered to them. 

These letters simply contain the unfortunate 
man’s farewell to his wife and mother. Min- 
ister Egan says in neither letter is there the 
least reference to the motives that drove Bal- 
maceda to commit suicide, .

Omit it and the work will 
have to be done over again in same way as it 
was finished at Appomattox. Her school books 
reck with treasom, and the shafts of stone 
that have -been erected in commemoration 
of the lost cause breathe essence of 
her traitor’s woe, but not one word of repentance, 
not one word of regret. Many persons who do 
not reason from cause to effect or from effect to 
cause, say that the negro has very little for 
which to thank Mr. Lincoln, and to one who is 
not a student of the political h of our coun- 
try they present reasons which, considered 
alone, force the conclusion that there is little for 
which to love him. 

These reasons, Mr. Miller said, were first 
his assertion in the Douglas canvass that he 
dia not favor making the negro a citizen;

THE COLLAPSE IN CORN. 

The suspension of 8S. V. White & Co. yester- 
day came almost like a thunder-clap out of a 
clear sky to the denizens of the corn-pit in 
Chicago and many outside who are interested 
in the price of that cereal. Yet it was noth- 
ing wonderful. For itself or for others— 
probably the latter—the firm had waded over 
head and ears in corn, taking the “long” 
side boldly and persistently, and paying ex- 
traordinarily high prices for immense quanti- 
ties. The theory of the “ bulls” was that the 
short crop on hand of last year would be prac- 
tically exhausted by the middle of this month 
at the furthest, and that famine quotations 
would be the rule till the corn of the 
new crop was sufficiently dry to be offered on 
the market. But it was a huge mistake, and 
the event tells over again the oft-repeated 
story about the folly of attempting to 
estimate the magnitude of invisible reserves 
from a crop grown over a large part of the 
United States and rising to a total of some 
two billions of bushels per annum. The will- 
ingness of country holders to part with what 
they had left was all the greater because of 
the rapid rate at which the growing crop ma- 
tured during the very hot weather of the last 
few days, and they piled it in at a rate which 
swamped the bulls by making the offerings 
larger than could be taken care of without 
letting down prices by the run. 

It is a common fault of humanity to cry “I 
told you so,”’ or “ It was just what might have 
been expected,’”’ when somebody goes by the 
board as a result of bucking against Provi- 
dence. But in this case the remark does 
seem to be justified. ‘The bull clique bid up 
prices to near 70 cents per bushel, and took 
on immense quantities at near that figure, 
when in the opinion of many conservative 
men in the trade it could have purchased just 
as much for far less money. It was an inju- 
dicious and needless pushing up of the market 
on themselves, the consequence being a much 
greater loss than some others would have in- 
curred in attempting the same movement. It 
is impossible at this time to say how much 
the loss amounts to. It is estimated by ex- 
perts that the firm was “ long”’ to the extent of 
fully 10,000,000 bushels, the average loss on each 
of which was not less than 10 cents, and per- 
haps considerably in excess of that figure. So 
it may not be far out of the way to place the 
loss at a round million of dollars, subject to 
increase or deduction according to the way 
in which large quantities have been sold 
on actual shipment. It is hardly to 
be expected- that the firm will pay s8o 
rouch, and even if it should there will be a ter- 
rible unsettling of bank accounts and credits 
among others who had no direct dealings with 
the principal “‘bull’’ house, As between two 
sets of mere speculators there is little occasion 
for sympathy either way, but some heavy 
losses must have been incurred to persons in 
what is called the strictly legitimate trade of 
bandling ‘‘eash stuff.”” The dealers who have 
bought corn still in the country, paying for it 
much higher prices than what can be now re- 
alized, and those further East who have pur- 
chased similarly, having yet to dispose of the 
property, are not responsible for the moral 
part of the transaction, if that be a faulty one, 
but will suffer all the same, though not so 
much as if some of them had not been suffi- 
ciently cautious to sell to arrive. 


HOW TO KEEP OUR GOLD AT HOME. 

As Tue Tripune remarked yesterday in re- 
ply to a correspondent, it is highly desirable 
for us to keep our gold at home as far as 
practicable and increase the reserve, instead 
of continuing to send out the precious metal 
to Europe. What happens when our gold is 
not kept at home but is allowed to be ex- 
ported was briefly stated. ‘* Gold is the basis 
of all our credit money and to weaken the base 
is to weaken the superstructure. To seriously 
diminish the stock of gold is to lessen public 
confidence in the ability to pay indebtedness. 
All stock and _bond securities shrivel up in the 
face of a heavy gold drain. Ali ‘our great 
panics have been occasioned by the depressing 
effect of an excessive volume of paper 
‘money’ and credits piled up on a rela- 
tively small and shrinking base of gold. That 
was the real cause of the Baring trouble last 
November. It was preceded by a heavy drain 
of gold and then more had to go to avert a 
widespread collapse, and the effect in many 
quarters was almost as bad as it we had 
passed through a veritable panic. It was 
seen in a melting away and mildewing of bus- 
iness enterprises inthis country as well as 
across the ocean; a decline in stocks, a cessa- 
tion of production in many lines of manu- 
facturing industry, a general reluctance to in- 
vest in new enterprises, and a widespread pa- 
ralysis, all due tothe drawing of toomuch gold 
out of the volume of circulation and the dread 
of more going or the locking up at home, 
where it could not for the time being be used 
as the basis of supporting productive credits.”’ 

If we can pay our bills in the products of 
domestic labor, keep the money at home, and 
increase the stocks, we shall be as a nation 
equally prudent with the man who pays his 
current bills out of his weekly earnings, and 
tries to save out of them a little to be added 
to the account in savings bank, building fund, 
or other form of investment by which he has 
laid by a little provision against a possible 
rainy day. That is in the line of policy 
pursued by every worthy citizen when pos- 
sible, and it is precisely the one calculated 
to increase the power and prosperity of 
the aggregation of individuals who com- 
pose the Nation. It is the old story as told in 
other words by Dickens in his character of 
Micawber. Ten dollars a week earned, of 
which nine are spent and on e saved, constitutes 
comfort. Ten dollars earned and eleven 
spent means poverty and unhappiness. Mul- 
tiply these sums by mullions, for the Nation, 
and the law holds equally good. The very act 
of accumulating a surplus adds to the happi- 
ness of the individual or thé community, and 
its possession confers a power which is recog- 
nized ali over the world, and respected accord- 
ingly. And as all the civilized peoples of the 
earth look upon gold as the standard of value, 
the one to which all others are referred and 
for which they are exchanged, the possession 
of money in the shape of gold is a far greater 
element of power, and commands vastly more 
respect, than does the ownership of silver. 

The only way in which we can hope to ob- 
tain and keep this reserve of gold is to carry 
out the reciprocity policy instituted by Mr. 
Blaine. The legitimate outcome of that poli- 
cy will be a stoppage of the efflux of our gold, 
and a forcing in of fresh supplies of the 
precious metal from the hands of other na- 
tions. Weshall then be able to turn the ta- 
bles on Europe, playing with that continent 
the part it has played with us for many years, 
and especially since the setting in of the 
stringency connected with the Baring troubles 
of last November. The carrying out of his 
policy will prevent a repetition of the process 
by which $76,000,000 in gold was deported 
from us, nolens yolens, in the first seven 
months of the present year. The current will 
set the other way, and the change of direction 
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will be a foremg of other nations to revise 
their views in regard to the availability of sil- 
ver as a circulating medium. They may have 
to weaken in their opposition to silver on find- 
ing themselves obliged to part with the much 
coveted gold to fill our covers, and look with 
amore kindly eye upon the white metal as 
necessary to a sufficiency of circulation. In 
that case they would not need to be solicited 
to join in a future bimetallic conference, still 
less would they turn a cold shoulder to the 
proposition when made by the United States. 
They would say to us, “Cannot we make 
an arrangement by which silver shall 
be coined on an _ international basis 
of value, and will you not aid us in a measure 
which we have concluded is necessary to our 
welfare?” Weshould then be the gold lords 
of the world and be doubly thankful for hav- 
ing had the good sense to repudiate the falla- 
cies of the foolish ones who now want us to 
voluntarily sink to a level that is despised by 
the gold-using natidus of the Old World. We 
should then have taken another important 
step towards the fulfillment of our manifest 
destiny to be the leading nation of the earth 
and able to dictate terms to all the rest. We 
should then be in a positicn to look back upon 
the path through which a kind Providence has 
permitted the hand of Mr. Blaine to guide us, 
though by a way which for a time we knew 
not, and to properly appreciate the high value 
of the statesmanship by which that end was 
accomplished.

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THE NEW OKLAHOMA ADDITION. 

Under the terms of the President’s procla- 
mation the great crowd of Oklghoma boom- 
ers, largely a promiscuous gathering of specu- 
lators, negroes, and cowboys, whose outfit is 
mainly arevolver and shotgun, have poured 
across the border into the narrow strip of 
Iowa, Pottawatomie, Sac, end Fox lands 
which have been added to the Territory, and 
are now staking out their homes. The addi- 
tion comprises about 820,000 acres of land 
which are available for settlement and for 
which the government gets a dollar an acre, 
which is paid to the Indians, leaving about 
280,000 acres of Indian and school lands. The 
area available for actual settlement will make 
5,000 homesteads, but as there are several men 
for every homestead on the ground of course 
many thousands will be disappointed. Many 
of the boomers who are after town lots in the 
two county seats, Chandler and Tecumseh, 
will also be disappointed, as they cannot ac, 
commodate half of those who have been wait- 
ing to take possession. Thus it is the old, old 
story over again. For every one who suc- 
ceeds in reaching the coveted prize there will 
be twenty times as many disappointed ones. 

In time, however, it cannot be doubted that 
the new addition to the Territory will take 
care of itself. It probably contains the same 
proportion of good land as the Territory itself. 
The same scenes which were witnessed yester- 
day transpiréd when Oklahoma was thrown 
open to settlement. There were the same 
rush across the border, the same disappoint- 
ments, the same poverty, privation, and suf- 


addition. But the pioneers of Oklahoma al- 
ready have given a good account of them- 
selves. The train which came into Chicago 
the other day from Guthrie, loaded down with 
the grain, fruits, and vegetables of the new 
crop, was an eloquent and suggestive omen of 
its future prosperity, and demonstrated that 
the “discouraging reports of its barrenness 
were unfounded, and this experience will un- 
doubtedly be repeated in the new addition, 
where pluck, patience, and industry will yet 
have their perfect work. 

The new Territory is to be congratulated 
upon the extension of its. area, but the work is 
far from complete. Oklahoma is still sur- 
rounded on all sides—north, east, west, and 
south—by Indians. As many of them are 
willing to dispose of their lands, however, the 
Oklahormaites will not rest content until they 
have extended their boundaries on all sides 
ard taken in the possessions of the Creeks and 
Chickasaws on the east and south, the Arap- 
ahoes, Wichitas, and Cheyennes on the west, 
and added the Cherokee strip on the north 
and northwest, thus carrying their boundaries 
to the Texas border, By that time, if the 
present tide of immigration continues, Okla- 
homa will be knocking at the door for adimis- 
sion as one of the sisterhood of States. Far 
in the future, when the Indians have given 
way before the irresistible march of civiliza- 
tion, another great State will be formed out 
of the remainder of the Indian Territory. 
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SHALL JEFFERSON OR GEORGE MASON 
CLAIM THE HONOR? 

Taz Trrsune had occasion to point out 
some weeks ago the close verbal similarity 
between the Bill of Rights of the Virginia 
Constitution of 1776 and the preamble of the 
Declaration of Independence, the former be- 
ing adopted over two weeks before the latter 
was drafted. This has worried greatly the 
Democratic papers who worship St. Jefferson, 
and in their efforts to explain it they have 
been forced to fall back on the old exploded 
Jeffersoniap myth that he wrote a Bill of 
Rights for the Virginia Convention and for- 
warded it to that body, which adopted it in- 
stead of the one Mason had prepared. 

The only particle of evidence that this was 
the case is a letter written by Jefferson in 
1825, when he was a senile man 8&2 years old. 
Mason died in 1792. Wythe, Pendleton, Cary, 
Henry, and the other men who took a promi- 
nent part in the Virginia Convention had all 
died. Not till’after the witnesses had all de- 
parted hence did Jefferson make this claim. 
He allowed Mason to enjoy the credit of hav- 
ing written that preamble for forty-nine years 
without challenge or contradiction. 

During his years of senility Jefferson made 
another claim. It was that he was the author 
of the most striking and popular paragraph in 
the ** Address to the Armies,” issued by the 
First Continental Congress. It had been gen- 
erally supposed that John Dickinson wrote it, 
but Jefferson asserted, but not until after 
Dickinson’s death—he always waited for the 
owner of a thing to die before he tried to rob 
him—that he had revised the address and in- 
serted thas particular paragraph. A few years 
ago, howeyer, the original rough draft of that 
paragraph turned up. It was from beginning 
to end in Dickinson’s own handwriting. Jef- 
ferson was proved to be an absorber of dead 
men’s honors. 

The Virginia convention adopted two things 
—a Bill of Rights on the 12th of June and a 
Constitution or “ plan of government” on the 
29th of Juiie. There was no discussion over 
the first, but a good deal over the second. 
Jefferson did draft a “ pian of government ”’ 
and handed it to Chancellor Wythe, then at 
Philadelphia. When he reached Williams. 
burg in the middle of June the Bill of Rights 
had been adopted, but the Constitution for 
Virginia had not been. He wrote to Jeffer- 
son; 

When I came here the 
been submitted to the or con Moskos 
who had the chief hand in forming it the one you 
put in my hands was shown. Two or three parts 
of this were with little alteration inserted in that ; 
but such was the impatience of sitting long enough 
to discuss several important points in which they 
differ that I was persuaded the tevision would at 
that time have been unsuccessfully proposed, 

It appears from the letter of this unbiased 
witness, written in July, 1776, that Jefferson 
had nothing to do with tne Bill of Rights, 
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And he itall, forgetful of the fact that 
the famous section in regard to religious lib- 
erty and’ the phrase about “frequent recuf® 
rence to fundamental principles * were known 
to be written by Patrick Henry. With these 
exceptions, the entire preamble was Mason’s 
work, and history will permit no man in his 
dotage to rob George Mason of the honor which 
is his due, St. Jefferson plagiarized Mason's 
sentences in the Virginia Bill of Rights, and 
then claimed that he himself was the author 
after allthe witnesses were dead. Great St. 
Jefferson ! 


RATIO OF SILVER TO GOLD. 

Tae Trieune of July 27 last printed a table 
of ratios of commercial value of gold and sil- 
ver during the last 2,000 years, showing that 
in the last 450 years the ratio has varied in 
countries not widely sundered from 7}¢ to 22. 
This was in answer to the following statement 
flaunted at the head of its editorial columns 
by a paper published in Cleveland in the 
alleged interest of *‘ the silver dollar ”’: 

Both gold and silver have been used as money 
from the earliest ages; and the ratio of value be- 
tween the two metals has changed but little in 
3,000 years, 

That statement, though Gonclusively ex- 
posed as a glaring lie nearly two months ago, 
still occupies the p!ace named asthe leading 
one of a set of half a dozen paragraphs 
which misrepresent the facts in the monetary 
situation of the past as well asthe present. 
Apparently the governing idea in the publica- 
tion is an old saying to the effect that a lie, if 
well stuck to, is as good as the truth. There 
can be no better motive for persisting in the 
falsehood, which anybody might know to be 
one if he would take the trouble to hunt 
round a little for the information. Page 740 
in Vol. XI. of the American Cyclopedia 
gives a list of relative values, all of which 
except one are for England alone, but the fig- 
ures effectually disprove the wild assertion 
quoted above. The table shows that 
as late as 1600 A. D, the relation was 11.1 or 
just about half the 22 and a fraction ratio for 
two years ago. In less than three centuries, 
.or one-tenth of the time for which the ratio 
is claimed to have “changed but little,”’ the 
relative value of silver declined 50 per cent. 
The metal is worth in the world’s markets 
little more than half of what it was rated at in 
1600, and it was then worth considerably jess 
than it had been a few years previously when 
the mines of Potosi had not been opened up 
for liberally supplying Europe with silver. 

A cause cannot be worth much when it 
needs to be bolstered up by talsehoods that 
are thus easily exposed, and when its leading 
lights are men of such small information that 
they do not know enough to consult the cyclo- 
pedia to see whether or not they are right. 
But it becomes positive dishonesty, and that 
of the barefaced order, to persist in the false- 
hood after it has been shown up as one of the 
worst fakes of the season.

The proceedings of the State com- 
mittee and their ratification by the State conven- 
tion must demonstrate even to those who have 
hitherto been blind to the fact that the Demo- 
cratic party of today in this State, like the Dem- 
ocratic party of those dark days prior to 1871, is 
absolutely dominated and controlled by a combi- 
nation between Tammany Hall and a canal ring. 
What consequences befell the party before as the 
result of such a combination we are none of us 
old enough to forget, and we warn all sober-mind- 
ed Democrats of the State to remember those 
consequences, and’ whon the proper time comes to 
unite with us in the effort to wrest the control of 
the party machinery from those who in the end 
can bring to it only disgrace and defeat. 

When in addition to this defiant manifesto, 
which was adopted enthusiastically, the dele- 
gates rose and cheered the declaration of 
Goff, the late fusion candidate for District- 
Attorney, that *‘ the interest of self-preserva- 
tion demands the Counties should work for 
the defeat of Roswell P. Flower, who was 
placed in nomination without a voice from 
this Democratic association,’’ there is good 
reason to look for a life and death struggle 
for the supremacy between the two factions. 
As was stated, it at last has become a matter 
of self-preservation, for the triumph of 
Flower means the utter rout of the Counties 


and the permanent boss-ship of Tammany. 


Mr. Jonas Hutcurnson, Cregier’s Corpora- 
tion Counsel, is a candidate for Judge to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Judge Altgeld. A strong active element of 
the Democrats is disposed to give him the 
nomination. But they fear the Republicans 
will not indorse him. Perhaps their fears are 
not without reason. Republicans do not take 
kindly to this relic of Cregierism. Many of 
them, perhaps a majorivy, are opposed to in- 
dorsing as candidate for Judge a man who as 
Corporation Counsel neglected the duties of 
his office to engage in political manipulation, 
who during his two years’ term scarcely ever 
tried a case, who never drafted an ordinance 
which was passed as he drafted it, who never 
gave a positive opinion on any question sub- 
mitted to him, and who, after the harassing 
work of two political campaigns, went on a 
six months’ winter vacation through Texas, 
Mexico, and California, drawing his 
unearned salary punctually while the 
claim lawyers were daily pilmg up 
damage verdicts against the city on which the 
taxpayers now pay interest. Perhaps there 
are Democratic voters too who would not like 
the idea of voting into the judical bench a man 
who spent two years in getting a case against 
the railroad companies whose operations 
mulcted the city in more than half a million 
dollars on the records of the lower courts. 
Mr. Hutchinson’s personal frends might even 
advise him that it will be more prudent on his 
part to withdraw from the contest for Superior 
Judge now as he did from the contest for 
County Judge last fall, when his record was 
not so well known.

REPLY. 

Tae Trrsune has read over with some care all 
the speeches made and the letters written by the 
prominent advocates of free silver coinage. The 
list of speakers and writers whose arguments on 
the subject have been so read and duly consid- 
ered includes Senators, Congressmen, Governors, 
members of Farmers’ Alliances, stump speakers, 
and amateur writers. But Tae Trreune has been 
unable to find in any of them an exp'anation or 
justification of the plea for free silver coinage on 
the three following points: 

1. The terrible financial revolution that would 
be caused by the adoption of the proposed meas- 
ure, the effect of which would be to drain out and 
drive out all the gold from this country and to 
change all our standards of values. It would 
be the greatest revolution in a financial way of a 
great nation that the world has ever seen attempt- 
ed by any nation during a time of peace. And we 
can draw no argument from what France, the 
United States, or any other country may have 
done in time of war, because the first question 
then is one of self-preservation, and the rights of 
the citizen have to yield to those of the greater 
unit. But both those republics resumed specie 
payments on the gold basis at the earliest mo- 
ment after their wars. 

2. The dishonesty involved in the stumptailing 
ofour currency. We have seen no line of argu- 
ment that would justify the taking of what will 
certainly exceed a billion dollars from several 
millions of citizens, who are largely wage-work- 
ers, and transferring that vast sum to the posses- 
sion of other members of the community without 
any warrant or consideration therefor. The lat- 
ter have gained possession of vast amounts of 
property, real, personal, or both, on the basis of 
gold values. The free silver scheme proposed 
would leave them in possession of the property 
while requiring them to pay what was due on it 
in money werth but Ti centsin gold. The sum 
total of these debt obligations largely exceeds 
four billion dollara, but after due deductions 
have been made for those who are both 
debtors and creditors, the proposed scaling 
of debts by 25 per cent would amount to fully a 
billion dollars which would be fraudently trans- 
ferred from the legitimate ownings of the credi- 
tor class to those of the debtor class, And the 
evil done by Congress by this wholesale confisca- 
tion would be far greater than the sum named 
because of the shock the national act of rascality 
would give to all the credits of the Union. It 
would undermine public confidence to such an 
extent as almost to stop the transaction of busi- 
ness on acredit basis foratime. When people 
saw the United States Government (whose Consti- 
tution contains a clause forbidding the different 
States todo anything impairing the validity of 
contracts) violating all the laws of contracts and 
moral honesty, and all laws which govern the 
dealings of citizens among themselves, they 
would reach the conclusion that is con- 
fiscation of one-quarter of the rights 
of creditors was merely a foretaste of a bigger 
confiscation steal in the near future. The people 
would expect to see the appetite for fraud grow 
by what it was feeding on, and it might be im- 
possible thereafter to carry on the credit system 
at all, for the reason that the stealing ofa quar- 
ter would be a precedent for a half, and that for 
a total repudiation of all liabilities incurred by 
contract. The new condition would amount to 
an entire loss of confidence and loans couid then 
be effected only on the pawnbroking plan of ex- 
acting ruinous interest while locking up the se- 
curity in a vault. 

3. The fact that by adopting a free coinage of 
silver the people of the United States would cut 
themselves loose from what is the standard cur- 
rency of the civilized world, from that kind of 
money which is the currency of all but a few of 
the semi-civilized nations, such as China, India, 
and the undeveloped South American and 
Mexican States. We should expose ourselves at 
home to the evils of a fluctuating currency 
bobbing up and down with the rise and fall of the 
price of silver bullion in the London market, and 
while having to transact all our foreign ex- 
changes in gold we should be obliged to trans- 
late statements of value back and forth from 
stumptail silver to gold and vice versa. 
In all our transactions we should have 
to go through the process of translating 
statements from one standard to another, as is 
now done in the case of the Russian ruble, the 
India rupee, and the Mexican dollar. Having 
got down toa silver currency, and being drained 
of all our gold, whatever balance of trade might 
exist against us would necessarily have to be paid 
in silver. But that silver would not be taken by 
the Europeans at the arbitrary value which the 
free silver coinage men claim they can affix to it. 
The London bullion value of the metal is the 
price at which it would be taken from us by the 
foreigners, and the more of it sent for the pay- 
ment of these balances of trade the less it would 
fetch in London. The greater the quantity of- 
fered in payment of our debts abroad the more it 
would be depressed, so that while our silver dol- 
lar is now worth about 75 cents for the payment 
of foreign indebtedness it might soon be valued 
at not more than 65or even 60 cents, and we 
would be further losers to that extent in our fér- 
eign trade. 

Not having seen anywhere any satisfactory ex- 
planation of these objections to changing our cur- 
rency to the silver basis Tae Trrsune is willing 
to make room for the statement which Mr. Was- 
son thinks he can write clearing up these points. 
If he can condense his views into a moderate 
amount of space he is-at liberty to explain 
through these columns what he or other free sil- 
ver coinage advocates have to offer in justifica- 
tion of their purpose to carry a measure which

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ASSOCIATIONS OF AFFLICTED ONES 
WHO HAVE TRIED TO FIND A CURE, 


Well-Known People Who Have Suffered 
from the Disease—Meetings and Pro- 
ceedings of the Associations—Their Ob- 
jects Purely Mutual Benefit and Com- 
fort—Henry Ward Beecher’s Case and 
His Opinion of the Complaint—Some of 
the Exempt Localities—The White 
Mountains. 

Unlike the sufferers from other diseases the 
persons afflicted with hay-fever have largely 
banded themselves together in associations 
for the purpose of endeavoring to discover a

The members meet each ;ear and 


compare notes. These meetings are, of course, 
held in some locality that is exempt or prac- 
tically so from the disease. They have done, 
no duubt, considerable good in comforting 
each other, on the theory that misery loves 
company, but as to’finding a cure for the mal- 
ady, unless it has been done this year, their 
efforts have not as yet been attended with 
success, but there is nothing like trying, and 
if nothing is accomplished for the present gen- 
eration may be their labors will result in good 
for the next. Itis, however, far more than 
probable that when an effectual remedy for 
the disease is found, if it has not-been found 
already, it will be the result of scientific re- 
search and experiment rather than of em- 
piricism. 

The only mode heretofore found practicable 
was for the patient to go to.some exempt lo- 
cahty durmg the season when the disease 
makes its appearance. This simply gives re- 
lief during the period, but does not cure the 
disease, for it will make its appearance again 
the next year unless ‘the exempt locality is 
again visited in time to prevent it. This is.all 
very well for those who can leave off work 
fora number of weeks and have money to 
pay traveling and hotel expenses. But eve 
one 1s not so fortunate as to be su situated, 
and for those who are afflicted with hay-fever 
and cannot go to these exempt localities the 
suffering is terrible.

The United States Hay-Fever Association 
was organized at Bethlehem, N. H., in Sep- 
tember, 1874. ‘‘ Its object,” the constitution 
says, ‘shall be mutual benefit and the seek- 
of information which will serve to relieve 
sufferers with hay-fever wherever found.” 
The constitution further provides that “ It 
shall be the duty of each member to report to 
the Secretary the discovery of any remedy, 
source of relief, or exempt district which may 
come to his or her knowledge.””

GOT DRUNK ON THE PEACHES, 


A Highly Effective Brand of Goods Kept 
-on Tap in Decatur, Tl, 

Decatur, IIL, Sept. 22. —[{Special,|— A 
peculiar case of innocent violation of the 
revenue laws has developed in Decatur. F. 5S. 
Fox came here and bought a quantity of im- 
perted brandied peaches from Bocock & 
Woody, wholesale confectioners. He took 
them to Cerro Gordo and sold them at his 
restaurant. Jacob Leslie’s boy became in- 
toxicated on the peachés and this started quite 
a run on the peaches. Fox had to order a 
fresh supply. Mr. Leslie had Fex arrested 
for violation of the liquor law and the trial 
willtake place at Cerro Gordo. A Decatur 
chemist analyzed the peaches and found that 
one bottle contained 87 per cent of alcohul. 
Bocock & Woody have called in all of the 
brandied peaches they have sold and have 
canceled a big order sent to New York. The 
goods have been on the American market two 
months. How they got through the New 
York Custon-House is not known.

HOSTILITY TO CROSS-TOWN LINES. 


Aldermen See Through a Scheme to Enrich 
the Promoters During ‘the Fatr. 

The Aldermen around the City-Hajl yester- 
day discussed the independent cross-town line 
ordinancés recently introduced in the Council, 
and they discussed them in a way which bodes 
no good for the promoters of those measures. 
It was distinctly asserted by more than one 
Alderman that the proposed cross-town line 
on Twepty-second street and Lawndale ave 
nue is to be merely a feeder for the South 
Side com , especially during the period of 
the World’s Fair. The line, itis claimed, is 
to be operated independently so that two fares 
may be collected, and that the South Side 
company may not have to transfer the passen- 
gers without another fare. Such a line, it is 
claimed, would, during the World’s Fair 
period and on Sundays and holidays during 
the sammer months,do an iminense busi- 
ness on account of the great number of 
people in the southwest section who will 
use the street-cara in going to and coming 
from the Fair and the parks. The South Side 
company has abandoned the policy of extend- 
ing the cross-town lines which was imaugu- 
rated by Mr. Holmes. Those that are laid are 
ao operated as to be of little accommodation. 
Ordinances for cross-town lines passed and be- 
fore the Council are being neglected. The 
Aldermen also charge that the accommoda- 
tions of the South Side direct lines are not 
now nearly as good as they were two years 
ago. There is in fact a decided feeling of hos- 
tility among: the city fathers to the South 
Side company just now. me 

One independent line which escapes criti- 
cism is the South Chicago extension from 
Ninety-second street and Commercial avenue 
to the World’s Fair grounds north of Chelten- 
ham beach. This ordinance is backed by the 
ola South Chicago company, which runs a 
sort af belt line arcund the Calumet River be- 
tween One Hundred and Sixth and Ninety- 
second streets. Dwight F. Cameron is the 
principal promoter of this line. There is a 
rival company backed by the South Chicago 
Canal and Dock company. It has an ordi- 
nance before the Council, but is has not been 
passed by the committee. There were rumors 
some time ago that the two companies had con- 
solidated, but the truth of the rnmor has not 
been established so far. 


WEEK LY-PAYMENT LAW DISCUSSED. 


Commissioners Hesitate About Applying It 
to the County—Election Booths. 

The resvlution in regard to paying the coun- 
ty employés weekly, which was referred some 
morths ago to the Judiciary committee, was 
the main point under discussion by the Public 
Service committee yesterday. It came up 
when the communication from the Buildings 
and Trades Council was read. That body 
wanted to know what reason, if any, the board 
had for not complying with the law. When 
the matter came up before some of the Com- 
missioners thought the law didn’t apply to 
Cook County, and the matter was referred to 
the Judiciary committee, which never made a 
report.

This broke the quorum and 
there was nothing left to io but adjourn.

Several of the saloon-bossed Aldermen were 
about the City Hall yesterday and naturally 
discussed the Mayor’s ordinance to license 
restaurants with bars attached for all-night 
business. It appears that the Brewers’ and 
Liquor-Dealers’ Associations are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the measure. The 
saloonkeépers were opposed to the addition of 
$500 to the present license for the privilege of 
keeping open ail night. for they believe that 
before long the bars will be let down and the 
present midnight closing ordiuance will be dis- 
regarded, The position was taken that if a 
few were allowed to run by the additional li- 
cense of $500 they would keep aclose eye on 
those who did not take out the extra license 
and thus prevent the administration from be- 
coming lax in reference to the present meas- 
ure. It was held by the saloonkeepers whvu 
are away from the business center that the 
tendency of the trade would be toward the 
all-night saloons. They thought their cus- 
tomers would reason, when they started out 
in the evening, it would be better to go down- 
town where they would not be disturbed at 
12 o’clock.

An Important Boulevard Ordinance.

Rock-Cutting in the Lake Tunnel. 

During the cutting of the Lake View tunnel 
this week the workmen struck a stratum of 
clay which they pursued for eight or ten feet. 
They struck rock again, however. It is the 
opinion of the engineer that the diggers will 
soon get out of the rock altogether, and that 
most of the cutting hereafter will be through 
clay. This will greatly lessen the cost and fa- 
cilitate the work. In the shaft sunk at the 
8,000 feet distance rock was not struck until 
sixty fect below the lake bottom. At the 
10,000 feet distance the rock was not reached 
until sixty-four feet below the bottom. It is pro- 
posed to lift the tunnel—that 1s, run it on a 
higher level—when the 5,000 feet distance is 
reached, So far 4,800 feet have been bored. 


Street Department Shortagce. 

Commissioner Aldrich, in a communication 
to the Council Monday night, referred to a 
shortage in two funds of the Street Depart- 
ment. Two funds in the engineer’s depart- 
ment have also been overdrawn. A statement 
furnished by the Commissioner to Chairman 
Cullerton shows the deficiency at the end of 
August to have been as follows: Sidewalk in- 
tersection and repairs, $54,323; unimproved 
streets, $3,085; Ninety-fifth street bridge, $16,- 
400; North Western avenue bridge, $416. The 
shortage will be greater at theend of the 
month, and by or before the end of October 
the fund for cleaning improved streets—$77,- 
959 Sept. 1—will be exhausted. 


Congress Street May Remain as It Is. 

A special meeting of the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South has been called for 
today to consider Ald. Morris’ ordinance re- 
pealing the ordinance for tke widening of 
Congress street between Michigan and 
Wabesh avenues. There will be a large dele- 
gation of property-owners on hand to urge a 
favorable report on the repealing measure. 
The promoters of the original measure, it 1s 
said, have lost heart since the assessment was 
published. It would not be surprising under 
the circumstances if the repealing ordinance 
was passed. At any rate nothing can be done 
iu the way of widening for an indefinite period, 
as a stay order has been passed by the Coun- 
cil and is not likely to be rescinded, 


Lake Agents Fighting the City, 

The Laké Line Agents’ Association resumed 
the fight against the Canal street bridge yes- 
terday.

Legislature in Ohio. I am more desirous of 
that than the election of a Republican Gov- 
ernor. If we fail to elect a Republican Legis- 
lature this year and that body be given over 
to the Democrats, then there .will be passed 
by that Democratic Legislature the 
scheme was p in the 
Michigan Legislature last year which shall 
command the Presidential electors for 
1892 shall. be elected not by the peuple at 
large as they always have been in the past but 
by Congressional districts, which, under the 
present districting scheme, would make Re- 
publican Ohio give fifteen Presidential elec- 
toral votes to the Democratic candidate 
rather than to the candidate ofthe Republican 
party. And thecause for which we Repub- 
licans of Ohio are battling for this year is not 
alone toelect a Governor, but above all to 
secure a Republican Legislature which will 
choose a United States Senator who shall held 
the credentials of the people of Ohio in the 
Senate of the United States for six years from 
March 4, 1892. Whatever else we may not do 
in this Ohio campaign, we shall above all 
things endeavor tosave the Legislatare from 
Democratic rule. 

“The Democrats of Ohio, and outside of 
the State, too, are howling about what they 
term our trying te dodge the tariff question. 
On the contrary the Democrats are trying to 
dodge one of the issues, while we are not mak- 
ing an effort to conceal anything, because we 
have nothing to conceal. The tariff question 
is one of the great issues, but we do not in- 
tend to let the people lose sight of the silver 
question. The Democrats put the silver ques- 
tion into their platform and we could not avoid 
saying something about it. This the Demo- 
crats would like us to avoid, but we don’t pro- 
pose to let a great issue go by without notice. 
The financial problem is one of the great is- 
sues and we cannet afford to ignore it.” 

In referring tothe Senatorial outlook Maj. 
McKinley took occasion to give Calvin $. 
Brice a dig in the ribs and at the same tjme to 
deny that harmony does not prevail “amon 
all the Republiean leaders. When ask 
about the reported paneer between Foraker 
and Sherman he said: 

“* That quarrel exists only outside of the 
State of Ohio. There is not even a contest 
between Foraker and Sherman, The Repub- 
lican Legislature will meet if the voters do 
their duty and will choose a United, States 
Senator. And the members will not have to 
gd outside of the State, either, te find a man 
to fill the seat in the Senate. I have not an 
idea whoa he will be, but the next Republican 
United States Senator will be a resident of 
Ohio. We are not settling that,question now. 
The State ticket and the gislature require 
all of our attention.”’ 

All that the Major had to say about a third 
party was: ‘‘The Alliance is not acting as a 
party in Ohio. The Peoples’ party, so called, 
is nothing more than the old Greenback party 
under another natme.”’

IT AFFECTS ALL GRAIN-SHIPPERS. 


An Important Case to Be Decided by the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Wasutneton, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special. }— 
When the United States Supreme Court meets 
in October one of the first motions made will 
be to advance on the docket the case of “The 
people of the State of New York ex rel. Ed- 
ward Annan against Andrew Waish, Police 
Justice et al.”’ It will be claimed this case 
should be set jor hearing at an early day, in 
preference to any civil cause pending in the 
Supreme Court between private parties, for 
the reason that it 1s a vrimimal cause, the 
State of New York is a party thereto, and the 
matters involved are of great public interest, 
magnitude, and importance. 
It involves the right of the State of New 
York to regulate the fees and charges for 
élevating; trimming, receiving, weighing, and 
discharging grain by means of floating and 
stationary elevators and warehouses, and the 
determination of this case seriously affects 
the whole trade or business of the export of 
grain from the port of New York. The case 
comes before the Supreme Court on a wnit of 
error from the Court of Appeals of the State 
of New York, to review a judgment of the 
Supreme Court of the State by dismissing 
writs of certiorari and habeas corpus issued to 
review the arrest and detention in the custody 
of the Sheriff of Kings County for the plain- 
tiff in error. The latter was arrested by the 
Sheriff for a violation of the act to regulate 
the fees and charges for elevating and dis- 
charging grain in charging more than the rate 
allowed by the act. He was brought before 
Pohce Justice Andrew Walsh in the City of 
Brooklyn, remanded to the custody of the 
Sheriff to await trial and is now in the cus- 
tody ofthe Sheriff, though released on his 
parole, and is at this time subject to be taken 
into custody. 
The plaintiff contended before the lower 
court that the act was void and in contraven- 
tion of the Constitution of the United States 
because it deprived him of his property in his 
said elevator by depriving him of the.right to 
make his own charges for the use of his ele- 
vator and for his services. In view of the 
recent agitation in the wheat and corn market 
the greatest interest centers around this case.

According to the statutes of 
Yew Yofk the “‘maximum charge for ele- 
vating, iving, weighing, and dischargin 
grain by means of floating elevators an 
warehouses in that State shall not exceed five- 
eighths of onecent.per bushel. In the process of

Proposition Concerning the Horticultural 


Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
A proposition is under consideration to change 
the location of the Horticultural Building at 
the World’s Columbian Exposition to a place 
where the building, or at least the central 
portion, may remain as a permanent con- 
servatory after the close of the great Exposi- 
tion.’ The large island in the lagoon has been 
suggested as an excellent permanent site, and 
the building could be placed there without 
necessarily destroying all the trees. The main 
part of the building could be erected as a per- 
manency and the wings and annexes so built 
that they could be readily removed after the

It is believed that if the Horticultural Build- 
ing is to be made permanent many contribu-

HEAVY REDUCTION IN WEST-BOUND 
TARIFFS FROM THE EAST. 


Trouble Precipitated by the Canadian Pa- 
cific and Soo Line—Lake and Rail Lines 
Follow Suit-Eau Claire Lumber-Rate 
Investigation Concluded—TIllinois Cen- 
tral Officials on the Lake-Front Situa- 
tion—Other Railway News. 


Freight rates from Boston to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis are demoralized, and it is feared 
the west-bound rates frdm all seaboard points 
to all points in the West will go to pieces. The 
Canadian Pacific and its ally, the **Soo”’ line, 
are mainly responsible for the trouble.

ENGLISH RAILWAY TARIFFS. 


A New Classification Which Is to Geo Into 
Effect Next Year. 
Lonpon, Sept. 22.—After five years’ unceas- 


ing and very costly struggle in and out of 
Parliament against the public demand for re- 
vision of railway tariffs the English railway 
companies have obtained a new system of 
rates, the exact.value of which to their share- 
holders or to the trading community remains 
to be proved. The enormous divermty of the 
rates, amounting to scores of millions, 
renders a comparative estimate of 
the changes from the old tariffs an 
almost impossible task. But the required 
schedules are not to be enforced before An- 
gust of next year, giving ample time for the 
exceedingly complex process of revision to be 
carried out. The order provides for a new 
classification, applicable to all goods and hav- 
ing new maximum rates. The companies can 
no longer dea) with freight charges on the old 
loose system. They cannot cancel rates now, 
but must work within the maximum. They 
cannot contract in consonance with the max- 
imum, but if they make a contract with one 
man they must give other contracts on the 
same conditions. 


If the companies have lost some adyan- 


tages under the new classifications they 
have gained in being confirmed in their de- 
mand for terminal charges—that is, charges 
levied for loading and unloading, accommo- 
tion, and cartage. The abolition of “ second 
class ’’ and economy in the use of “ firsts ”’ 
are among the early reforms now contem- 
plated. The adoption of larger wagons, as in 
America, capable of carrying eighteen or 
twenty tons, thus effecting a considerable 
saving, is also fav..red by some railway man- 
| agers, who have already ordered the construc- 
tion of wagons on the American model.

WILL FIGHT AGAINST TAMMANY. 


The Central Labor Union to Enter Politics 


—Genuine Australian Ballot-Law Demand- 
ed. 


New York«, Sept. 21.—Ever since the last 


municipal election the Central Labor Union 


has been considering the advisability of enter- , 
ing politics. It has never been able to have 
measures enected for the advancement of its 
condition as a body, and its grievances have 
become so numerous that it feels compelled 
finally totake up the cudgels against Tam- 


wany. ‘ 


A week ago acommittee was appointed to 
confer with the People’s Municipal League 


and to consider the wisdom of making an is- 


sue of the ballot-reform law and helping to 


defeat the Democratic party, which is re- 
sponsible for the failure of this reform meas- 


‘ure to protect the voters and insure candi- 


dates against fraud. This committee called 
on Gustav Schwab and other high function- 
aries of the league, and yesterday reported 
the result of the conference to the Central 
Labor Union, 

The report was read by the Secretary, and 
the Australian blanket ballot system was thor- 


oughly explained. Some one moved the ac-. 


ceptance of the report, and suggested an ad- 

dition of five members to the committee, 

which should have power to confer with the 

nominees of the two great parties with a view 

of obtaining from them motes that if elected 

they would use their influence to adopt in 
lace of the present ballot law the Australian 
lanket system. 

Delegate Jerome O’Neil said that he hoped 
the motion would prevail, and gave many 
good reasons for accepting the aid of any 
party or league whose purposes are similar to 
those of the union. 

Delegate William McCabe of Typographical 
Union No. 6 took the floor for half an hour 
and poured hot-shot into Tammany’s bul- 
warks, much to the dismay of two or three 
oe a who sat on the opposite side of the 

ouse, 

“I am not in favor, asa usual thing,” said 
the delegate, “of affiliating with any party in 
a fight unless that party is fighting for the 
same object and on the same field that I am, 
but in this case I think that the Central Labor 
Union will make a grave error if it refuses the 
aid of the People’s Municipal League to bring 
abouta change in the government of our 
city. Our present system of balloting is, as 
every one knows, worse than it was before the 
abortion called a Ballot-Reform law was tried. 
Tammany has used the system to further its 
own ends, and until the opportunities for 
manipulating the ballots so that Tammany 
gets the most of them are taken from its 
grasp there is no possible chance for us or any 
one else to get fair play or to havea well- 
governed city. 

**T am opposed to Tammany tooth and nail. 
I am opposed to any corruption in any form, 
yet when politicians band together there is 
bound to be cofruption, and it is on this cor- 
ruption that they thrive. 

‘They had the manipulation of the Ballot 
Reform law in this city, and they have made 
it possible to work the scheme to their own 
profit. They have made it possible for an in- 
dependent candidate to run on a ticket the 
rest of which 1s made up of Derhograts or Re- 

ublicans. Then, again, they have made it 
egal for all these candidates 4o withdraw their 
names from the ticket and leave the inde- 
pendent candidate alone with no possible 
chance for winning alone. 

“In Queensland, Australia, where the 
blanket ballot was first tried, the Labor part 
nominated thirty-six men on their ticket 
elected every one of them. Encouraged by 
this success Ireland adopted the same system. 
They had been sending eleven men to Parlia- 
ment; with the blanket ballot they elected 
ninety-three. 

“I know what politicians’ promises amount 
to. Only last year we took a man who is now 
a State Senator before a notary, where he 
took gn took pledging his support to our 
measures, but when Tammany im 
by the throat he forgot that sacred oath and 
voted ainst us. Another man who merely 

rom his aid and from whom we exp 
ittle stuck to his word like a man ana told 
Tammany that he would do as he pleased, for 
he did not depend on politics for a living.
